Leauing my careful bedde, the witnes of mp 
griete and of my inwarde ſoꝛrowe: J made me ready and gir⸗ 
ding my Skeane about my middle with a god cudgill in inp 
handc, ⁊ gate me fo Farncham to the houſe of father Roſes 
man, whom kurioullp pulling out of his houſe by head and 
ſhoulders J charged (not vitng any daliaunce with me) to tell 
me mp griefes.

And in my ware as J was rpding , my hozle beryng

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of a very god ſfomacke, ſudainly ſfopped flinging and laſhing 
out behinde, ſnoꝛting and taking on out of all meaſure, nep⸗ 
ther pꝛoceading further noꝛ retoꝛning back, wherewith all 
beeing litle amaſed becauſe it was no ſtraunge thing vnto
